The cause of his 
failure to win out was the desertion 
from his ranks of several of the as­ 
sembly men who voted for him Tues­ 
day when the vote was taken in 
separated ,bodies. 
The cause of his 
failure to hold Tuesday’s strength is 
said t i be the sensational charges of 
alleged 
corruption 
in the primary 
hanging over the senator. Were the 
resolution calling for an investigation 
of the senatorial primary out of the 
way, it is said Senator Stephenson 
would 
save 
easy 
sailing. It 
was 
thought when the assembly by a vote 
of 56 to 44 refused to suspend the 
rules and take up the resolution for 
consideration that the measure was 
practically killed, but it is due to 
come before that body again in the 
regular printed form and may then 
be disposed of. 
If the resolution is 
knocked out there will be no investi­ 
gation and with this order of things, 
it is said. Senator Stephenson will 
gain added support which he is now 
lacking. 
An analysis of the vote shows there 
were over forty Republican votes dis 
tributed between Congressmen J. H. 
Davidson, Cooper, Esch, Lenroot and 
Morse, former Governor W. D. Hoard 
Senator Stout and others which but 
for factional differences would have 
gone to the primary nominee. 
Nearly the entire session was taken 
up by the demand of Senator Hudnall 
that the minutes of the session of 
Tuesday be changed to conform to 
what he said was a stenographic re­ 
port of the meeting. In the minutes 
of the senate, as they appear, the 
word “vote” appears in the motion of 
Senator Martin where permission will 
be granted to senators not desiring 
to vote for Isaac Stephenson to sim­ 
ply register “present.” This 
little 
word, it was claimed, stood between 
Mr. Stephenson and an election to 
the United States senate by the ballot 
of 
the 
separate 
houses 
Tuesday. 
After a long fight the minutes were 
allowed to stand.

Senate 
Committee 
Holds That 
He 
Hat Been Elected. 
Washington, Jan. 28.—Members of 
the senate committee on privileges 
and elections do not concede that the 
failure of Senator Stephenson to re­ 
ceive a majority of the votes cast by 
the joint assembly of the Wisconsin 
legislature defeats his re-election. 
On the contrary, they contend that 
having received a majority of the 
votes cast separately by the two 
houses of the legislature he is now le­ 
gally elected.

there were 23 members of the senate 
present when the ballot was taken 
Tuesday. Of these 17 voted for some­ 
one for senator and 6 voted blank. 
Twelve of the votes for senator were 
cast for Mr. Stephenson. He there­ 
fore received the votes of a majority 
of the 23 present and the 17 votes 
cast for senator cone tit Ute a majority 
of the entire majority of the senate, 
which is thirty-three. 
Of the IOO 
members of the Wisconsin house of 
representatives, 99 were present anil 
60 cast their votes for Mr. Stephen­ 
son. Thus they say regardless of the 
action of the joint assembly Mr. 
Stephenson had already been elected 
by the action of the two houses Tues­ 
day, and it i3 indicated that such 
would be the decision of the com m it­ 
tee in case the joint assembly should 
now declare for someone else unless a 
different state of facts should be 
shown.

Roosevelt is of the opinion that the 
organization of the navy department 
is not such as to bring the best re­ 
sults and he has appointed a commit­ 
tee whose announced duty will be to 
“consider certain needs of the navy?’ 
The president's action was somewhat 
of a surprise in view of the fact that 
the members of the committee just 
appointed two weeks ago met at 
Washington and endorsed Secretary 
Newberry’s 
plan of reorganization, 
and in view also of the authorisation 
by the senate of an Inquiry into naval 
expenditures, the conduct of business 
and the need, if any, of legislation to 
improve the administration of the 
navy department. 
Announcement of the president’s 
action was entirely unexpected at the 
navy 
department. 
Secretary 
New­ 
berry, who had issued an order carry­ 
ing out his proposed plan, with par­ 
ticular reference to the navyyards, 
appeared to be the most surprised of 
all. He declared that he was not 
aware that the president had taken 
such action, had not seen the letter 
of appointment addressed to the va­ 
rious members of the commission and 
did not know the purport of the let­ 
ter addressed to them.

L. E. Chittenden, who was register 
of the treasury from 1801 to 1805 and 
a personal friend of Abraham Lincoln, 
now for the first tline tells In full the 
story of “ Lincoln and the Sleeping 1 
Sentinel.’’

Bros., which has hitherto l»eeu known 
only In Its bare outline. 
He speaks as 
one having authority, and with Justice, 
for he bore an important share In the 1 
episode. 
It was on a dark September morn­ 
ing In 1801, he Informs us, that he was 
waited 011 at his Washington office by i 
a party of soldiers. They lielongcd to I 
the Third Vermont regiment, then sta­ 
tioned at the Chain bridge, some three 
miles above Georgetown. One of their ; 
numlicr. a youth of twenty-one, had I 
fallen asleep at his post as sentinel. 
A hardy boy, not as yet Inured to mili­ 
tary life, he had found It Impossible 
to keep awake for two nights in suc- 
Vcssiou. 
He bad been found by the 
relief sound usleep, had been convicted 
by a court martial and sentenced to be 
shot. 
With tears In their eyes, his | 
comrades pleaded with Mr. Chittenden ' 
to use his influence and save the boy’s 
life. 
“He's as good a boy as there is in 
the nrmy," said the leader, “and he is 
not to blame.’’ 
Scott had never before 
been up all night in his life. 
He had 
been “all beat out” by his first expe­ 
rience. 
The second night he had suc­ 
cumbed to sheer physical exhaustion. 
Mr. Chittenden’s heart was touched, 
lie determined to put young Scott In 
personal touch with President Lincoln. 
By using all his influence he succeeded. 
This is how Scott himself told the 
story Of the Interview; 
The president w as the kindest man I 
had ever seen. 
I knew him at once by a 
Lincoln medal 1 had long worn. 
I w as 
scared at first, for I had never before 
talked with a great man. 
But Mr. Lin­ 
coln was so easy w ith me. so gentle, that 
I *oon forgot m y fright. 
H e asked me all 
about the people at home, the neighbors.

Then I said 1 didn’t Just see how. but I 
was sure 1 would find some way—if I 
lived.

‘I have kept my promise, and I 
have done my duty as a soldier.* then my 
flebt will be paid

promise and try to keep It?"

It Is not easy to analyze a 
miracle, but in discussing the leader- j 
ship of Lincoln it is Interesting to find j 
certain qualities in his literary style 
that are traits of his character and 
thus elements of his leadership.

“Notwithstanding that the country 
has been ransacked for every record 
of bis public speech and every scrap of 
paper to which he put pen, there has 
been found from him absolutely noth­ 
ing discreditable and little that can be 
criticised in the way of expression. 
Without the aid of any teacher he 
early learned to be moderate and rea­ 
sonable iu statement, so that on the 
part even of the obscure young poli­ 
tician there is a complete absence of 
that kind of public speech which is 
described in a passage he loved to 
quote, where it is said of the orator 
that ‘he mounted the rostrum, threw 
back his head, shined his eyes and left 
the consequences to God.’

Senator Cook Would Amend 
Present Statute. 


FIFTY PER CENT VOTE NEEDED 


Measure Designed to Keep Members 
of Each Party in Their Own Meet­ 
ings—Working Women May Receive 
More Attention—Proposed That Old 
Soldiers and Sailors Shall Ride on 
Passes. 


St. Paul. Jan. 28.—If BO per cent of 
the voters of a party were needed to 
nominate a candidate at the primaries 
this requirement ought to tend to keep 
members of each party in his own 
meeting. This is the idea of Senator 
L. O. Cook of Kellogg, who introduced 
a bill in the senate amending the pres­ 
ent primary law. 
Additional attention will be given 
to the working women of the state if 
a bill by Senator H. H. Wltherstine 
of Rochester becomes a law. His 
measure provides that a woman as­ 
sistant labor commissioner be appoint­ 
ed by the head of that department, 
with authority to appoint inspectors 
to look after the condition of restau­ 
rants and other places where women 
work. 
Two bills by Senator Sundberg of 
Kennedy appeared at the request of 
the railway and warehouse commis­ 
sion. One provides that grain must 
be delivered when the owner asks it, 
and the other specifies the kind of re­ 
ceipt which shall be issued. 
Old soldiers will ride on passes If 
the bill of S. D. Hall of Buffalo Lake 
becomes a law. He would amend the 
anti-pass law so that old soldiers, 
sailors and marines are exempt from 
Its provisions. 
Four National Guard Bills. 
Following the suggestions of Adju­ 
tant General Wood in his report to 
the governor Senator Hardy has in­ 
troduced four bills relating to the na­ 
tional guard. One bill permits the 
state to join with cities in equipping 
and maintaining armories for the na­ 
tional guard, another perferts the or­ 
ganisation in conference with the Dick 
bill, and the other two increase the 
salary of the adjutant general to $3,- 
600 and allows him another assistant. 
The motor vehicle law proposed by 
the Automobile club of the state made 
its appearance through V. L. Johnson 
of Center City. The bill covers all 
phases of automobile legislation. 
Instead of a commission to recom­ 
mend a bill to the next legislature for 
the solution of the employers’ liability 
problem, such as the governor will 
recommend to the legislature, F. B. 
Wright’s bill introduced in the house, 
calls for a commission to at once han­ 
dle and settle all personal injury 
cases. 
The bill provides that in all such 
cases the question of contributory 


negligence and whether the em?)lover 
furnishes a safe place to work and 
safe machinery shall not be consid­ 
ered, but. damaees paid according to 
the injury. The bill provides for a com­ 
mission of three to whom all personal 
Injury cases may be submitted, and 
if the employer and employe agree to 
ribmit the case to this commission, it 
shall he final and a bar to all future 
litigation. 
Attar “Hot Air” Concerns. 
Representative R. L. Mork of Briee- 
lyn wants to stop the swindling of the 
public by glowing prospectuses of gold 
mines, air lines and other "hot air” 
games, so he introduced a bill to 
"prohibit the making or publishing of 
false or exaggerated statements or 
publications of or concerning the af­ 
fairs, pecuniary condition or property 
of any corporation, Joint stock asso­ 
ciation, co-partnership or individual, 
which said statements are Intended to 
give, or shall have a tendency to give, 
'a less or greater value to the shares, 
bonds or property, or any part there­ 
of of said corporation, than the shares, 
bonds or property really possess.” Any 
one who makes any such false state­ 
ments is guilty of a felony and may 
be punished with ten years’ imprison­ 
ment or a fine of $10,000. 
Two election bills were introduced 
by Representative Carl Wallace of 
Minneapolis. One provides that elec­ 
tion precincts be redistricted when 
they have 600 voters, instead of 400 
as at present, and that in cities of 
10,000 or over the polls shall be open 
from 6 a. rn. to 9 p. rn. 
Express companies have their tax 
raised from 6 to 8 per cent in a hill 
Introduced by W. A. Nolan of Grand 
Meadow. 
The beginnings of the new state 
penitentiary at Stillwater were in­ 
spected by 130 senators and represen­ 
tatives. 
Warden 
Wolfer said 
that 
they expected to turn out twenty-five 
machines of each kind from the shop 
this year, and that next year they 
would be able to make 300 or 400 each 
of harvesters, mowers and other farm 
machines. He said that he had ci­ 
ders for delivery this year of 500 ma­ 
chines. 
It is contemnlated to permit the 
board of control to issue certificates 
of indebtedness to the extent of $2,- 
BOO.OOO so that the new prison can be 
built immediately.

HOW HE PARDONED A SOLDIER 


G LAZIER IS FOUND 
G U ILD 


Former Treasurer Convicted of Mis 
appropriating State Funds. 
Lansing, Mich., Jan. 28.—Ex-State 
Treasurer Frank P. Glazier of Che! 
sea. whose failure in December. 1907. 
resulted in the closing of the Chelsea 
Savings bank, of which Glazier was 
the head and which had on deposit 
abont $685,000 of state funds, was 
found guilty by a jury in the Ingham 
county circuit court of misappropriat 
Ing state funds. Mr. Glazier’s attor­ 
ney immediately gave notice of an 
peal to the supreme court and he was 
released on $10,000 bail and given un­ 
til March 8 to file a bill of exceptions 
and a motion for a new trial. 
Mr. 
Glazier received the verdict without 
emotion. 


L. E. Chittenden Telle In Full Btpry 
of “Lincoln and the Bleeping Bent!- 
nel”—Miracle of Hi* Style In Bpeeoh 
end Writing—Homage of the People 
at His Funeral. 


Within a few days the formal cele­ 
bration of the one hundredth anniver­ 
sary of Abraham Lincoln’s birth will 
be observed. 
Many stories are being 
told about the martyr president and 
tributes paid to his character. 
L. E. Chittenden, who was register 
of the treasury from 1861 to 1805 and 
a personal friend of Abraham Lincoln, 
now for the first time tells in full the 
story of “Lincoln and the Sleeping 
Sentinel,” published by Harper & 
Bros., which has hitherto been known 
only in its bare outline. He speaks as 
one having authority, and with justice, 
for he bore an Important share In the 
episode. 
It was on a dark September morn­ 
ing in 1861, be informs us, that he was 
waited on at bls Washington office by 
a party of soldiers. They belonged to 
the Third Vermont regiment, then sta­ 
tioned at the Chain bridge, some three 
miles above Georgetown. One of their 
number, a youth of twenty-one, bad 
fallen asleep at his post as sentinel. 
A hardy boy, not as yet inured to mili­ 
tary life, be had found it impossible 
to keep awake for two nights in suc­ 
cession. 
He bad been found by the 
relief sound asleep, had been convicted 
by a court martial and sentenced to be 
shot. 
With tears in their eyes, his 
comrades pleaded with Mr. Chittenden 
to use his influence and save the boy’s 
life. 
"He's as good a boy as there is In 
the army,” said the leader, “and he is 
not to blame.” Scott had never before 
been up all night in his life. He had 
been “all beat out” by his first expe­ 
rience. The second night be bad suc­ 
cumbed to sheer physical exhaustion. 
Mr. Chittenden’s heart was touched. 
He determined to put young Scott in 
personal touch with President Lincoln. 
By using all bls Influence he succeeded. 
This is bow Scott himself told the 
story bf the interview: 
The president was the kindest man I 
had ever seen. I knew him at once by a 
Lincoln medal I had long worn. 
I was 
scared at first, for I had never before 
talked with a great man. 
But Mr. Lin­ 
coln was so easy with me, so gentle, that 
I soon forgot my fright. He asked me all 
about the people at home, the neighbors, 
the farm and where I went to school and 
who my schoolmates were. Then be asked 
me about mother and how she looked, and 
I was glad I could take her photograph 
from my bosom and show It to him. 
He 
said how thankful I ought to be that my 
mother still lived and how, lf he w as In 
my place, he would try to make her a 
proud mother and never cause her a sor­ 
row or a tear. 
I cannot remember It all, 
but every word was so kind. 
He had said nothing yet about that 
dreadful next morning. I thought It must 
be that he was so kind hearted that he 
didn’t like to speak of it. 
But why did 
he say so much about my moths* and my 
not causing her a sorrow or a tear when 
I knew that I must die the next morn­ 
ing? But I supposed that was something 
that would have to go unexplained, and 
so I determined to brace up and tell him 
that I did not feel a bit guilty and ask 
him wouldn't he fix it so that the firing 
party would not be from our regiment. 
That was going to be the hardest of au­ 
to die by the hands of my comrades. 
Just as I was going to ask him this 
favor he stood up, and he says to me, 
“My boy, stand up here and look me in 
the face.” 
I did as he bade me. 
“My 
boy,” he said, “you are not going to be 
shot tomorrow. 
I believe you when you 
tell me that you could not keep awake. 
I am going to trust you and send you 
back to your regiment. 
But I have been 
put to a great deal of trouble on your ac­ 
count. I have had to come up here from 
W ashington when I have got a great deal 
to do, and what I want to know Is how 
you are going to pay my bill.” 
There was a big lump In my throat. 
I 
could scarcely speak. 
I had expected to 
die, you see, and had kind of got used to 
thinking that way. 
To have It all changed 
In a minute! 
But I got It crowded down 
and managed to say: 
“I am grateful, Mr. Lincoln. 
I hope I 
am as grateful as ever a man can be to 
you for saving my life. But It comes upon 
me sudden and unexpected like. 
I didn’t 
Iky out for it at all. 
But there Is some 
way for me to pay you, and I will find it 
out after a little. There Is the bounty In 
the savings bank. 
I guess we could bor­ 
row some money on the mortgage of the 
farm. 
There was my pay, which was 
something, and if he would wait until pay 
day I was sure the boys would help, so 
I thought we could make It up if It wasn’t 
more than $500 ox ISQJk”- 


“But if is* a great deal more than that,” 
bs said. 
Then I said I didn't just see how, but I 
was sure I would find some way—lf I 
lived. 
Then Mr. Lincoln put his hands on my 
shoulders and looksd Into my taco ss lf 
bs was sorry and said: “My boy, my bill 
Is a very large one. Your friends cannot 
pay It, nor your bounty, nor tho farm, 
nor all your comrades. Thera Is only one 
man In all the world who can pay It, and 
his name Is William Scott. If from this 
day William Scott does his duty, so that. 
lf I wers there when he comes to dis, he 
could look me In the face as he does now 
and say. T have kept my promise, and I 
have done my duty as a soldier,’ then my 
debt will be paid. Will you make that 
promise and try to keep it?" 
Scott did promise and did keep bis 
promise. 
He soon earned the reputa­ 
tion of being the bravest man in bls 
regiment, the falthfulest and the kind­ 
est. If any man were needed for the 
most exposed service, Scott was al­ 
ways eager to be called upon. lf any 
other man were In trouble, Scott was 
his good Samaritan. 
If any soldier 
were sick, Scott was his willing nurse. 
He was ready to volunteer for any 
extra service or labor. 
Nevertheless 
he steadily refused promotion, saying 
that he had done nothing to deserve It. 
The end came in March, 1862, near 
Yorktown. The federal forces were on 
one side of the James river, the Con­ 
federate on the uther. 
General Mc-* 
Cleflan had orderecf CTeneraT Smlth'fo 
assault and capture the works on the 
south bank. 
The Confederates, how­ 
ever, were too strongly intrenched. 
They drove their assailants back across 
the river. 
Scott was almost the first 
to reach the south bank, the first in 
the rifle pits and the last to retreat. 
He was carrying one of his wounded 
comrades across the stream when the 
fire of the enemy was concentrated 
upon him. He staggered with his liv­ 
ing burden to the shore and fell. 
“He was shot all to pieces,” said an 
eyewitness. “We carried him back out 
of the line of fire and laid him on the 
grass to die. 
But his strength was 
great, and such a powerful man was 
hard to kill.” They carried him to a 
cot in a nearby tent. Just at daylight 
the word was passed that Scott want­ 
ed to see all the boys. They went into 
his tent and stood around his cot. His 
face was bright and his voice cheer­ 
ful. 
“ ’Boys,’ he said, T will never see an­ 
other battle. I supposed this would be 
my last. I haven’t much to say. You 
all know what you can tell them at 
home about me. I have tried to do the 
right thing. I am almost certain you 
will all say that.’ 
Then, while his 
strength was failing, bis life ebbing 
away, and we looked to see his voice 
sink into a whisper, his face lighted 
up and his voice came out natural and 
clear as he said: Tf any of you ever 
have the chance I wish you would tell 
President Lincoln that I have never 
forgotten the kind words he said to 
me at the Chain bridge, tbat I have 
tried to be a good soldier and true to 
the flag, that I should have paid my 
whole debt to bim if I bad lived and 
that now, when I know that I am dy­ 
ing, I think of his kind face and thank 
him again because he gave me the 
chance to fall like a soldier In battle 
and not like a coward by the hands of 
my comrades.’ ” 
Then he closed his eyes, crossed his 
hands on his breast, and that was all. 
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to accompany it to Newark. I had and 
have little desire to look upon faces 
from which the light of life is depart­ 
ed, but suddenly it came upon me that 
I had never seen the great president 
and must not let go by this last oppor­ 
tunity to behold at least the deserted 
temple of a lofty soul. To my grief I 
found it was too late. The police had 
drawn their line across the path in 
front of Independence hall. 
But my 
earnest desire prevailed, and I was 
the last to pass in by the window and 
behold In a sudden dazzle of lights 
and flowers the still features of that 
face we all now know so well. 
“Then I went my way into the night 
and walked alone northward tot the 
distant station. 
Soon I heard behind 
me the wailing music of the funeral 
dirge. 
The procession approached. 
The funeral train moved out beneath 
the stars. 
Never shall I forget the 
groups of weeping men and women at 
the little t jwns through which we 
slowly passed and the stricken faces 
of the thousands who in the cities 
stood like mourners at the funeral of 
a beloved father. 
Thus, as came the 
dawn and the full day, through griev­ 
ing states was borne the body of the 
beloved chieftain, while the luminous 
spirit and example of Lincoln, the lead­ 
er of the people, went forth Into all 
the earth along the pathway of eternal 
fame.”

Richard Watson Gilder in his study 
of “Lincoln the Leader,” published in 
the February Century, presents some 
interesting phases of Abraham Lin­ 
coln's character. Of his speech, writ­ 
ings and belief in God he says: 
“Lincoln’s style in speech and writ­ 
ing is the same sort of miracle that 
gave us the consummate art of Shake­ 
speare, the uncolleged actor; of Burns, 
the plowman, and of Keats, the apoth­ 
ecary’s apprentice, son of a livery sta­ 
ble man. It is not easy to analyze a 
miracle, but in discussing the leader­ 
ship of Lincoln it is interesting to find 
certain qualities in his literary style 
that are traits of his character and 
thus elements of his leadership. 
“Notwithstanding that the country 
has been ransacked for every record 
of bls public speech and every scrap of 
paper to which he put pen, there has 
been found from him absolutely noth­ 
ing discreditable and little tbat can be 
criticised in the way of expression. 
Without the aid of any teacher he 
early learned to be moderate and rea­ 
sonable in statement, so that on the 
part even of the obscure young poli­ 
tician there is a complete absence of 
that kind of public speech which is 
described in a passage he loved to 
quote, where it Is said of the orator 
that ‘he mounted the rostrum, threw 
back his head, shined his eyes and left 
the consequences to God.’ 
“An Intensely important feature of 
Lincoln’s leadership would be omitted 
if nothing were Bald of the effect^Upon 
his thought and conduct of his belief 
in and conscious communion with an 
almighty, mysterious and benevolent 
power, concerning itself not less with 
human affairs than with the march of 
seasons and the sweep of constella­ 
tions. The Deity was to him an ever 
present, ever regnant influence. There 
was nothing of theology or dogmatism 
in his religions opinions, but he lived 
in the spirit. 
The strange silence of 
the 
Almighty 
Sovereign 
perplexed 
him, and he sought with passionate 
eagerness to read the decrees of Prov­ 
idence in the unfoldings of events, 
sometimes taking definite action in ac­ 
cordance with his Interpretation of di­ 
vine indications. And always the be­ 
lief in God was to him a challenge to 
singleness of purpose. To the all pure 
he lifted clean hand! and a pure 
heart.” 
Mr. Gilder in closing his article says: 
“Let me close with the memory of a 
night of the spring of the year 1865, in 
the time of the blooming of lilacs, as 
gays the wonderful poem. ■ I was wait­
